The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 49 is canceled. 

Claim 50. The method of claim [49] 35 , further comprising the step of freezing the cell 
line at a temperature and under conditions such that it will resume signal transduction after 
thawing. 

Claim 57. The method of claim [49] 35, wherein the anti-mitotic and pro-apoptotic agent 
is 5-fluorouracil. 

Claim 72. [The] A composition comprising the cell line of claim 1 and a 
cryopreservative . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the amendment filed 
on 9/10/08 has limited the cell line to a mammalian cell line, being treated with anti-mitotic or 
pro-apoptotic agent vinblastine, 5-fluorouracil or y-irradiation. The amendment also limited the 
signal transduction activity being type I and/or type II interferon receptor in response to an 
extracellular signal provided by a type I and/or type II interferon. The claimed scope is

supported by the instant specification and the data provided in the declaration by Dr. Tovey 
under 37 CFR 1.132, filed on 12/17/07. Therefore, the 1 12 1 st rejection (written description and 
scope of enablement) 3/19/08 raised in the final rejection mailed on has been overcome.
